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REMARKS 

Claims 1-8, 12-17 and 21-25 remain in this application. Claims 1, 12 and 21 
are independent. 

The Examiner has rejected all claims under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second 

paragraph. 

Claims 1, 12 and 21 have been amended to make clear that the control means 
controls all of the various means in the above-mentioned claims. 

The Examiner has indicated that claims 1-8, 12-17 and 21-25 would be 
allowable if amended to address the § 1 12 rejection. 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, it is urged this case is now 
in condition for allowance.
